May  Base  Price  $3.U6 


Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  base  price  of  $3.U6  for  May  1958  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  base  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  base  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will 
be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  6.9  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that 
tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard.

May  Excess  Price  $2.90 


May  deliveries  of  Grade  A  excess  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte, 
Indiana,  milk  order  will  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $2.90  per  hundredweight 
for  3.5  percent  milk  and  adjusted  by  the  same  differential  of  6.9  cents  as 
is  used  for  base  milk.  These  minimum  prices  are  subject  to  a  3  cent  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  haul¬ 
ing  charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling.  For  comparative 
purposes,  a  uniform  price  of  $3.3U  per  hundredweight  was  computed,  which  is 
23  cents  less  than  the  April  uniform  price  and  22  cents  less  than  the  computed 
uniform  price  of  a  year  ago.  The  base  price  is  2h  cents  less  than  a  year  ago, 
and  the  excess  price  is  17  cents  less. 

Producer  Receipts 

Production  went  up  almost  17  percent  over  April  and  was  8  percent  higher  than 
a  year  ago.  Daily  herd  production  was  up  to  an  all  time  high  666  pounds  which 
is  66  pounds  more  per  producer  than  a  year  ago,  the  previous  high  in  this 
market.  Of  the  20,716,665  pounds  of  producer  milk  received  in  May  only  55*5 
percent  was  used  in  Class  I  while  in  April  almost  67  percent  of  producer  milk 
was  used  in  Class  I. 

Class  I  Sales 

Class  I  sales  in  this  marketing  area  decreased  about  3  percent  from  April  on 
a  daily  bases  and  are  2.65  percent  less  than  a  year  ago.  All  Class  I  items 
were  less  than  a  year  ago  except  fortified  skim  milk  and  sour  cream. 

Recommended  Decision 

The  recommended  decision  as  the  result  of  a  public  hearing  held  at  South  Bend, 
on  May  18,  19,  and  20,  1958,  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  June  11, 
1958.  Exceptions  may  be  made  to  this  decision  up-  to  midnight  June  21,  1958. 
The  decision  recommends  amendments  that  would  expand  the  marketing  area  to 
the  counties  of  LaPorte,  St.  Joseph,  and  Elkhart,  set  up  pool  plant  pro¬ 
visions,  adopt  compensatory  payments  on  certain  milk  partially  regulated,  and 
revise  price  formulas  of  Class  I  and  Class  II  milk.

Dairy  farmers  will  receive  a  base  price  of  $3,U6  for  May  19$8  deliveries  of 
Grade  A  base  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte,  Indiana,  milk 
order.  The  base  price  is  based  upon  a  butterfat  test  of  3.5  percent,  and  will 
be  adjusted  by  a  differential  of  6.9  cents  for  each  one-tenth  percent  that 
tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5  percent  standard. 

May  Excess  Price  $2.90 


May  deliveries  of  Grade  A  excess  milk  to  handlers  under  the  South  Bend-LaPorte, 
Indiana,  milk  order  will  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  $2.90  per  hundredweight 
for  3*5  percent  milk  and  adjusted  by  the  same  differential  of  6.9  cents  as 
is  used  for  base  milk.  These  minimum  prices  are  subject  to  a  3  cent  per 
hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction,  together  with  the  authorized  haul¬ 
ing  charges  and  the  3  percent  transportation  tax  on  hauling.  For  comparative 
purposes,  a  uniform  price  of  $3.3U  per  hundredweight  was  computed,  which  is 
23  cents  less  than  the  April  uniform  price  and  22  cents  less  than  the  computed 
uniform  price  of  a  year  ago.

Class  I  sales  in  this  marketing  area  decreased  about  3  percent  from  April  on 
a  daily  bases  and  are  2.6$  percent  less  than  a  year  ago.  All  Class  I  items 
were  less  than  a  year  ago  except  fortified  skim  milk  and  sour  cream. 

Recommended  Decision

on  May  18,  19,  and  20,  19$8,  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  June  11, 
19$8.  Exceptions  may  be  made  to  this  decision  up  to  midnight  June  21,  19$8.
